Disease of Honey Beet in Buckt. 


The United Stales Department of 
Agriculture calls attention to the fact 
that American foul brood and Europ- 
ean foul brood have been found to ex- 
ist in Bucks county. The Depart- 
ment has no means of knowing how 
long the disease has existed in the 
region, but desires to notify bee keep- 
ers of the trouble and to suggest that, 
If hot already Informed concerning 
the disease, they inform themselves 
at once. Very frequently colonies of 
bees are destroyed by disease aud the 
loss is attributed by the bee keeper to 
some other cause.
